Work started yesterday on 
the portion of the relocated 
Rte. 28 which includes the 
lower part of the Wilming- 
ton section of the eight lane 
expressway. 

Crews of the Campanella 
and Cardi construction ¢om- 
pany started to cut the 
brush in the Woburn-Read- 
ing area, and are expected 
to be working in Wilming- 
ton before the end of the 
week. Work started at noon 
when notice was received 
that the contract had recel- 
ved final approval from the 
state, 


The two and a half mile 
section will run from a point 
‘orth of Rte. 128 in Woburn 
to a point abcut 800 feet 
north of the present Rte. 
129 (Lowell St.) Completion 
date of the $4,080,900 section 
is expected in Feb. ‘59. Bids 
for the next portion of road 
to be built from the end of 
the above section to the re- 
located Rte. 125, will be ad- 
vertised in December, and 
the last section of the Wil- 
mington part will go out to 
bid in January, 1958,

Wilmington on the Hupper 
Property on, West St, by 
ceed northerly about 
feet to where it will go un- 
der the relocated West St.,

Lowell St. will be relo- 
cated to the south from the 
corner of West St. and will 
run about 400 feet south of 
its present course where it 
will cross the new Rte 28. 
A half-cloverleaf at Lowell 
St. will provide access in 
this area.

OLD AGE NEWS 


Since women first became 
eligible for social security: 
benefits at age 62, one of 
the most frequent questions 
hey ask, according to Miss 
Ethel Eliopoulos, manager 
of the Lowell social security 
office, is: “Should £ file for 
social security benefits be- 
fore 65, or should I wait?” 
She stated that thig ques- 
jon cannot be answered 
with a flat “Yes” or “No” 
tor every working women or 
wife interested in getting the 
most value out of her social 
security benefits. Many 1 
dividual factors must be con- 
sidered before a woman can 
arrive at a final decision on 
when she should claim her 
benefits, The social security 
office can explain the law to 
her, but must make her own 
choice, 

One of the requirements 
of the law is that for every 
month under age 65 that 
benefits are claimed there 
is a reduction in the amount 
of the monthly benefit. For 
the woman who has worked 
under social security, the 
benefit is reduced 20 per 
cent if started at age 62, 
while the wife’s benefit be- 
ginning at age 62 is reduced 
by 25 per cent. The percent 
‘of reduction becomes less 
with each month she waits, 
up to the time she 1s 65. 
This reduced benefit for 
wives and women workers 
continue after age 65, How- 
ever, if the wife should be 
eft a widow, she becomes 
entitled to the full widow's 
benefit payable on her hus- 
band’s social security ac- 
count without any reduction, 
since widow's benefits at age 
62 are not subject to reduc- 
tions. 

She further stated that 
the Social Security Admi: 
istration figures a wife or 
retired worker who elects 
to receive the reduced bene- 
fit between age 62 and 65 
wil) be ahead for the first 
12 years, If the wife contin- 
ues to get the reduced bene- 
fit for more than 12 years, 
the total amount received 
will not be as large as if she 
had waited until age 65 to, 
file her claim.

SHOE & FOOT 
NOTES 


by J. Arthur Peltras 


We fill very important

come about? Quote: From an) 
article taken from ‘our 
Health Publication, Inc."" If 
you overload or over work 
any muscle in the body, you 
will have pain. 
In the foot side this pain 
may commence in the toes 
or arch and run through the 
ankle up the leg into the 
calf, and on into the knee. 
At this point, the constant 
pull of the muscles will af- 
fect the related ligaments 
and cartilages. Then the 
pain will travel along the 
thigh to the hip weere the 
same thing happens as at 
the knee. Finally, you will 
get pains and aches in the 
small of your back from the 
general strain and uncon- 
scious effort to save your 
feet and legs. From this dis- 
cusion it should be easy to 
understand how a pain in 
the knee could be mistaken 
for athritis; and how.a pain 
that seems to travel along 
the nerves from the very tips 
of the toes clear up to the 
waist could be diagnased as 
neuritis. 
The fact remains, how~ 
ever, that in dn astonishing~ 
ly large number of cases 
treatment, for the foot istrain 
will relieve the pain, whereas 
treatment for athritis won't 
relieve anything. The first 
step, then, in our treatment 
for fallén arches 1s to correct 
the shoes and posture. This
